Vice President in Speech at 
Corner Stone Laying As- 
sails Public Owner- 
4. ship of Railways. 


GREAT CROWD HEARS HIM 


Gov. Deneen, Mayor Dunne, and 
Others Participate in New 


County Building % 


Ceremonies. 


Vice President Charles W. Fairbanke laid 
the corner stone of the new $5,000,080 Cook 
county courthouse yesterday afternoon. Yn 
his address at the ceremony he sounded a 
warning against the government ownership 


of railroads. It would be taking a long step, |. 


he said, toward dangerous centralization and 
a system of socialism—the substitution of the 
government for the individual. 

With perhaps 20,000 people within the sound 
of his voice, he thundered out his answer 
to the radical principles of governmental 
ownership announced by William Jennings 
Bryan on his return from Europe. 


Uses the Steel Trowel. 

Having finished his speech Mr. Fairbanks 
was escorted by President Edward J. Brun- 
dage of the county board to the corner stone 
of the huge structure, which, it is said, will 
be the largest county building in the United 
States. He took the silver trowel from the 
hand of John W. Farley, who was there to 
represent the bricklayers’ union. 

Stooping his towering figure, the vice pres- 
ident laid a little dab of mortar on the founda- 
tion of the stone and then stepped back while 
the three ton block of granite was slowly 
lowered into position. This last operation 
consumed some time, for the block at the end 
of the big derrick had become tangled in 
flags generously used in the scheme of deco- 
ration. 

Great Crowd Hears Fairbanks. 

A magnificent audience cheered the vice 
president approvingly. The thousands ex- 
tended for more than a block in every di- 
rection from the platform on which the 
dedication exercises were held—at the north- 
east corner of the new building. Those who 
had heard the vice president speak before 
in the open air said his voice never carried 
so far before. The people were massed In 
Randolph and Clark streets until the police, 
who endeavered to preserve a slight pas- 
sage Way, gave up. A small detachment 
of the First cavairy in. Randolph street, 
just east of Clark, was hemmed in so it 
could not proceed. 

The windows of every neighboring build- 
ing were filled with spectators. The roof 
of the Sherman house even was occupied 
by employés of the hotél, mostly women. 


Down the street the crowd occupied every 


point of vantage. Venturesome ones clam- 
bered out like monkeys on the end of Mum 
nated street signs. A shed over the side- 
walk in front of the Union hotel Was crowd- 
ed. Street cars stepped in Randolph street 
speedily had their roofs covered by enter- 


| prising spectators. 


1 never before addressed an audience 
that seemed to fill the great plains and the 
heavens the same time,“ said the vice 
president Appreciatively at one point in his 
address. 

Preceded by Military Parade. 

The @xercises were preceded by a military 
parade, which reached the reviewing stand 
at Clark and Randolph streets at 2:45 o’clock. 
Mr. Fairbanks, accompanied by Mayor 
Dunne, Gov. Deneen, Gen. Henry C. Corbin, 
President Edward J. Brundage of the county 
board, Archbishop Quigley, Gen. William H. 
Carter, and Senator Albert J. Hopkins, took 
a place on the speakers’ platform. 

Short addresses were delivered by Mayor 
Dunne, Gov. Deneen, and Mr. Brundage be- 
tween spirited selections by the various bands 
that had occupied places in the procession 
and the singing of IIUIinois by a quartet. 
Then the chief speaker of the day was intro- 
duced. 

After a glittering eulogy of Cook county, 
which Mr. Fairbanks said was greater than 
many states and not a few foreign countries, 
such as Portugal, Switzerland, and Greece, 
he predicted Chicago was destined to become 
the seat of commercial power not only in the 
intermediate west but of the continent. 

Then he launched into his views on the law 
and the courts, rejoicing in the fact that 
there is no present toleration of a lax and 
aimless enforcement of the statutes. He 
said he had no fear of trusts, for the state 
was all powerful and the conscience of the 
people sleepless. 


Warns Against Socialism. 

The most important portion of his address 
was his denunciation of the socialistic plan, 
in which he said: 

It is the part of wisdom and patriotism 
for us to adhere to the principles of govern- 
ment by which we have made such splendid 
progress in our national development. They 
have hitherto served us well and we should 
not quickly cast them aside. We have not 
yet outgrown the principles upon which this 
government was founded by our fathers. 
They are as sound and well suited to the 
needs of a great people today as they were 
when they came from the hands of the 
mighty men of genius who fashioned them 
in the long ago. 

The substitution of socialism, either ab- 
solutely or in a modified form, would be to 
strike down the best political system which 
has been thus far devised by the genius of 
wit of man, and it would undermine and 
overthrow the last hope of the lovers of re- 
publican government in this world. Those 
who would take a step towards socialism in 
the professed hope that socialism may be 
checked entertain but a narrow view of the 
best national interes It is the part of na- 
tional prudence to avoid the initial step, 
though it be but a short one. There is but 
one safe policy and that is to hold the gov- 
ernment true to the course laid down by 
those who founded t. [Cheers ° 


Opposes Federal Ownership. 
“Those who advocate the ownership of 
the railways of the country by the federal 
government, or by the federal government 
and the state governments, propose a radical 


departure from the sound principles which 


have hitherto guided us. .They propose to 
introduce the government into a field which 
is possessed by individual and corporate 
enterprise—a field which the latter are fully 
competent to occupy. This departure would 
be a long step towards dangerous centraliza- 
tion of power and towards the inauguration 


| of a system of socialism, which is the sub- 
stitution of the government for the i- 


dividual.

Ministers and Union Labor Lead- 


ers Join in Novel. Ritual. 


INST. JAMES’ M. E. OHURCH. 


Mr. and Mrs. Harry G. Creel Give Their 
Child to the Cause. 


Do You, of your own free will and with a 


dedicate the life of this, your child, to the 
cause of labor? 

„We do.” 

The Rev. Duncan C. Milner, in the St. 
James Methodist. Episcopal church, Forty- 
sixth street and Ellis avenue, Asked the 
question last night. Mr. and Mrs. Harry G. 
Creel, parents of the baby in question, an- 
swered it. 

The ceremony, which gave the life of the 
child, Herr Lee Glessner Creel, 19 months old, 
to the cause of unionism, was on t the 
most unusual ever seen in a Chicago church. 
In order to carry it out President Edwin R. 
Wright called a special meeting of the Allied 
Printing Trades council.

Pastor Gives Address of Welcome. 

The Rev. William A. Quayle, pastor of the 
church, at which Mr, and Mrs. Creel are 
worshipers, delivered the address of wel- 
come, and the dedication ceremony was con- 
ducted by Dr. Milner, who is connected with 
the department of church and labor of the 
Presbyterian church. 

Others who took part in the exercises were 
Mies Eva Marshall Shontz, Miss Jane 
Addams, Mise Mary McDowell, and L. P. 
Straube, business manager of the 
Printing Trades council Officialg and rep- 
resentatives of eighteen labor unions were 
spectators. 

The strange ceremony has been planned 
for months by Mr. Creel, who is an honorary 
member of the bookbindérs’ union. It had 
been postponed several times on accoun: of 
unavoidable obstacles, 

When the dignitaries had been assembled 
and the time for the dedication arrived the 
one who was least impressed was Herr Lee 
himself. Looking out from his father’s arms 
as he was brought forward, he surveyed the 
audience calmly with his blue eyes and then 
gave a little laugh of pure contentment. 


Ritual Made for the Occasion. 

The audience was won at a glance. Then 
a hush fell as Dr. Milner began the ritual, 
which had been prepared for the occasion, 
the parents standing with their childin front 
of the pulpit. Aside from the question and 
answer mentioned in the beginning; the ritual 
was: 

“Will you endeavor, with the grace of 
God, to direct the education of this child 
so that he may best serve the cause of organ- 
ized labor?’ 

„We will.” 

Will you promise that to the full extent 
of your ability and to the limit of your re- 
sources you will give this child the oppor- 
tunities which will make him a valued worker 
in the cause of organised la bor!“ 

„We will.“ 


Then, turning to President Wright, the 


minister said: 

“ Will You accept this child in and for the 
cause of organized labor? WII vou de 
sponsor for the child and ald ahd assist him 
until he reaches the age when he may. prop- 
erly take upon himself the solemn obligationg 
entered into by his parents?” 

“I will,” replied Mr. Wright. 


Consecration by J. J. Tobias. 

A consecration invocation by Chancellor 
J. J. Tobias of the Chicago Law school, a 
former member of the Knights of Labor, 
followed the ritual, and the boy, having re- 
ceived the blessing of the church, was taken 
from the room. 

After the ceremony Mr. Creel spoke brief- 
ly, explaining his purpose in dedicating his 
child to the cause of labor. 

“In dedicating their baby boy to a spe- 
cific course, he said, the parents cannot, 
of course, foresee the career of his future 
years. But this much ie true; if the boy 
develops the attributes of altruism he will, 
without doubt, espouse to a certain extent 
the cause of labor. 

“Our child is not necessarily dedicated 
to leadership. If time finds him working 
in the ranks of union labor we shall be sat- 
isfied. And if, on the other hand, he should 
turn out to be a leader of men, laboring for 
the cause of better wages and the improve- 
ment of working conditions, his parents will 
be devoutly thankful. 

“Considered from a material standpoint, 
the work to which we are dedicating him 
will not be an enviable one. No limelight 
will be thrown upon him; every defeat will 
be greeted with derision; he will be in the 
position where men are most misunder- 
stood. But through it all will run the ever 
present conviction that right is right, and 
that labor is right.“ 


New Experience to Miss McDowell. 

“I've been bridemaid at a wedding and 
godmother at a christening,’ said Miss Mo- 
Dowell, addressing the audience, “ but I have 
never been at any such ceremony as this. 
Some one has said that it is sentimental. 
Well, I fancy that most reforms come through 
sentiment, 

The ceremony meant nothing at all to the 
little child. We were delighted to see how 
unconcernedly he took it. But he is going 
to live with his father and mother, and he 18 
going to absorb their ideas. And suppose 
he should be an employer of labor—suppose he 
should bea capitalist. We can easily imagine 
that he may be the kind we want to see—the 
kind that knows what needs to be done and 
doés it. It would surprise the Chicago pa- 
pers, wouldn't it, if we should have an em- 
ployer working with labor and organizing 
with them.“ 

The labor movement in Chicago, said 
Miss Addams, “ appears to stand for much 
that is unlovely. I am sure my friends will 
permit me to say that. But those of us who 
know it on its better side know that it in- 
volves the old ideals of the guilds, and that 
ruch à ceremony as this contains nothing in- 
congruous. And 30 let us not lay too much 
stress on this ceremony, but consider its 
significance im the advance Chicago is mak- 
ing in labor affairs.

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WOMAN DEAD ON LAKE BEACH 


Body Found in 3 May Be 
That of a Murder Victim. 


NOTHING TO IDENTIFY HER. 


Suicide Theory Also Advanced by Some 
of Suburban Police. 


The body of a woman who may have been 
murdered was found yesterday afternoon 
on the lake beach at the foot of Greenleaf 
street, Evanston. The swelling and discol- 


oration surrounding bruises on her head 


could have been caused only by injuries in- 
flicted before death, a physician said after an 
examination. 

On the other hand, there was no mark of 
indentification to be found, tending to sup- 
port the suicide theory of some of the Pvans- 
ton police. They argued that such marks 
must have been removed after the woman 
decided to take her life. 


Found Near the Cemetery. 

The body was found not a great distance 
from Calvary cemetery, which suggested 
to some that a visit to it preceded suicide and 
perhaps prompted it. 

Lawrence Hope, 434 Fletcher street, CH- 
cago, found the body. It apparently had 
been washed ashore by the waves. It was 
the body of a woman apparently of Irish 
nationality, about 40 years old, weighing 165 
pounds, with dark hair, almost black, and 
dark brown eyes. The clothing consisted of 
a white silk shirt waist, a black tailor made 
woolen Skirt, black underskirt, black shoes 
and stockings. 


Bruise Found on Head. 

There was a heavy bruise over the right 
eye and the sleeves of the waist were torn. 
The body was lying face downward on the 
sam. Dr. C. W. Chase said tt had been in 
the water only five or six hours. Capt. Peter 
Jensen of the life saving crew placed the 
time at sixteen to twenty-four hours. 

Hope, with the assistance of W. B. Lane 
and J. D. Green, dragged the body ashore 
and # was taken to an undertaking shop 
at 906 Chicago avenue. Among the many 
persons who saw it there, three told the po- 
lice they had seen the woman before. 

Found on Sheltered Beach. 

The spot where the body was found is 
shielded from view of the land by a thick 
growth of willows, so murder might have 
been committed and the body thrown into 
the water to give a semblance of suicide by 
drowning. 

If the woman took her own life. she may 
have jumped from the Main street pier to the 
south and have struck her head on the. piling 
or on one of the projecting fron rods used in 
anchoring the piles together. This would 
account for the bruise over her eye. The 
wind and the current, which were from the 
south all day, would have carried the body 
to the spot where it was found.

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TRUCE HOLDS, ARMIES MARCH 


Insurgent Forces, Well Mounted and 
Armed, Inspected by U. S. Army 
Officer, Move Up to Within 
12 Miles of Havana. 


HAVANA, Sept. 21.—Peace for Cuba, unless 
accomplished through American interven- 
tion, seems to be further away tonight than 
when Secretary of War Taft and Assistant 
Secretary of State Bacon began negotia- 
tions to harmonize the opposing factions. 

Secretaries Taft and Bacon have practical- 
ly abandoned hope of Ainding a middle ground 
and fear that a decision in favor of either 
side would result in no more than temporary 
tranquillity for the island, It is their belief 
that American occupation is the only way 
to end the civil warfare, and it is not denied 
that intervention must be followed by Amer- 
ican sovereignty. 


Gloomy Message to Roosevelt. 

It is understood here that Secretary Taft 
has sent a gloomy message to President 
Roosevelt saying that private reports re- 
celved by him from the interior are to the 
effect that a state bordering upon anarchy 
prevails throughout almost the entire island,

Rebels Closer to. Havana. 


The truce between the opposing forces 
continues. The government, however, is 
moving troops toward the city, and the rebel 
force under Pino Guerra is coming rapidly 
toward Havana to connect with the rebels 
surrounding the capital. ; 

A demonstration was made today by armed 
revolutionists within a mile of the scene 
of the peace conferences. Gen. Acosta, with 
800 insurgents, encamped at La Lisa, west 
of Minister Morgan's villa at Marianao, and 
half a mile eastward were rural guards, 
militia, and mounted police. At the fnaurgens 
camp it was admitted that the object of 
the insurgents in coming so close was to 
show Secretary T how completely Ha- 
vana ig in their grasp. 

Pino Guerra’s augmented force is only « 
short distance away. He was advancing 
to encamp just outside of Marianao when 
the fact was called to the attention of Seore- 
tary Taft. Mr. Taft wag greatly displeased, 
and Senator Zayas and Charles Hernanda, 
former postmaster at Havana, were dis- 
patched to meet Guerra, with the result that 
the latter turned back. He will take his 
command to a point ten or fifteen miles 
south of Havana and there await the de- 
cision of the American mediators. 


Insurgents Are Well Armed. 


In addition to the Zayas party, Maj. Ladd 
ef the United States army visited Guerra 
today. As the insurgents marched he care- 
fully counted their force and reported to 
Messrs. Taft and Bacon their exact strength. 
Guerra’s army is well equipped for a long 
campaign against the city, and In addition 
to far better mounts than the governmental 
forces the insurgents have plenty of arms 
and ammunition as well as several machine 
guns. Senator Zayas has ordered Gen. 
Loynaz del Castillo to move his army away 
from Havana. . ; 

Guerra, with 5,300 men, 1,000 of whom were 
unarmed, with 500 extra horses, crossed the 
Une of the province of Pinar del Rio and en- 
tered the province of Havana, camping at 
Caimito, twenty miles from Havana. Guerra 
Friday night effected a junction with the 
force of Brig. Gen. Carillo, consisting of 1,300 
men, and all resumed the march toward 
Havana. 

The discipline of the forces fair. The rev- 
olutionists appropriate all chickens, pigs, and 
horses and kill cattle whenever the commis- 
sary requires fresh meat. Pino Guerra told 
a correspondent that he and Alfredo Zayas 
were working in perfect accord. Guerra still 
considers himself a congressman. 

Questioned whether he would prefer Amer- 
ican intervention to the present government, 
the insurgent leader avoided replying. He 
said that he would not attempt to enter the 
city during the peace conference or until the 
failure: of it. Asked as to whether he had a 
plan for the formation of a provisional gov- 
ernment, he replied affirmatively, but would 
not outline it. 

When the insurgents were ordered away 
from La Lisa, Secretary Taft requested Gen. 
Rodriguez to withdraw the rural guards 
from Marianao, and by tomorrow only 
mounted police will surround Minister Mor- 


gan’s vilia. 


Program for Today. 

The American peace emissaries will de- 
vote tomorrow to hearing what the com- 
manders of the insurgent forces have to 
say. Some of these are coming from Santa 
Clara, Pinar del Rio, and Havana provinces. 
If they persist in the demands made in their 
letters to Messrs. Taft and Bacon tomcr- 
row’s conferences will only increase the 
complications. 

In a brief statement for publication to- 
night Secretary Taft said that although 
some progress had been made, no definite 
program had been reached. He told of the 
arrangement to meet representatives of the 
insurgents in the field and of his previous 
hesitancy to take this step, but said that 
‘something might come of it.“ 

Secretaries Taft and Bacon heard today 
the first American testimony on the situa- 
tion, given by the committee of ten Amer- 
icans selected for this purpose at the meet- 
ing held here Sept. 18. They also heard Gen. 
Freyre Andrade and Alfredo Zayas. The 
latter outlined the claims of the liberais. 


Harbor Full of Warships. 


The arrival this morning of the American 
squadron was the spectacular and impressive 
feature of the day, and the presence of the 
warships suggests evidences of intervention. 

The shtps which arrived this morning were 
the battleships Louisiana and Virginia and 
the cruisers. Cleveland and Tacoma. The 
battleship New Jersey arrived later in the 

ay. 

Four warships entered tne harbor at 8 
o'clock, the Louisiana leading and saluting. 
The new arrivals, together with the cruisers 
Denver and Des Moines, now occupy the six 
best anchorages and give an unwonted and 
strikingly warlike appearance of the har- 
bor, where it is rare to ses more than two 


warships at a time.

float over seven powerful warships, the m- 
surgents' today made a display of foree on 
land without the city, placing their troops 
in half the town of Marino, where the Amer- 
ican commissioners, Secretaries Taft and 
Bacon, are making their headquarters In the 
residence of United States Minister Morgan: 

From the roof of Minister Morgan’s house 
on the bflitop a man could throw a baseball 
to the bridge across the Lalisa, the stream 
which the rebels have proclaimed. to be the 
dividing line beyond which no armed man 
representing the government may go. 

The rural guards hitherto had been sta- 
tioned Just beyond the Hotel Lalisa, 1,000 
feet west of the bridge, in order to search 
persons taking the main highway extending 
through Arroyo Arenas and a dozen flourish- 
ing towns into Pinar del Rio. 

These armed representatives of the gov- 
ernment have Tetired, leaving the insurgents 
in possession of a large part of Mariana, 
with little doubt that they can take the rest 
at any time they wish, despite the small at- 
tempts to fortify the town hall, including the 
erection at the corner of a temporary fort of 
pine boards a foot or more apart, with sand 
filling between. 


Havana Expects Attack. 

Havana never was more excited than to- 
day. The arrival of five men of war caused 
a constant booming of sahites. If the fleet 
continues to increase during peace any en- 
emy could walk into the city fortifications, 
as the sajuting cartridges have been ex- 
hausted, involving the use of heavy shots 
sent seaward. In Cabinas fortress are 
enough torpedoes to blow up the American 
navy, but nobody knows whether they are 
loaded. 8 

While the guns were roaring their salutes 
word was received in Havana that the rebels 
were advancing on all sides. All availabi 
men, infantry, artillery, ununiformed re 
cruite, and police with guns paraded through 
the streets in every direction and were sent 
to reinforce the barricades hastily thrown 
up on the heights commanding the main 
road into the city. 

Contradictory rumors spread about that 
armed intervention by the United States was 
imminent and that marines and vallors were 
to be landed with a prospect that they would 
have to do battle, either with the govern- 
ment or the insurgents, or both! 

Everybody realized that despite the truce 
proclaimed by President Palma last Sunday 
there is liable to be a conflict almost at any 
moment, as the slightest move may precipi- 
tate a battle, which would determine, tem- 
porarily at least, the fate of Havana. 


Rebels Close to Capital. 

The insurgents’ advance toward Havana 
began at daylight. I met the rebel outposts 
soon after riding out of Marianao, and saw 
Gens. Ernesto Asbert and Baldomoro Acosta 
in the road. They said they ‘were taking a 
better position and were expecting a large 
body of Pino Guerra’s troops to join them 
around Havana. Their main force passed 
along the highway. All were mounted. 
Their horses were in poor condition, but abla 
to go. Their arms were of every possible 
variety, mainly old and rusty. The greater 
number of the insurgents were negroes. All 
had machetes. Most of those without guns 
had revolvers, kept in perfect order.. Many 
had bandages covering wounds received in 
recent engagements. 

Gen. Castillo, who styles himself major 
general of the constitutional army, com- 
manding the Second corps, was found at a 
beautiful country place a short distance from 
the road. He is deemed of special interest 
in Havana not only because he is at the 
head of the rebels in this province and 
Matanzas but because he lea fiery orator With 
a large personal following, irreconcilia- 
ble to the “thi hare yo and an opponent of 
American intervention. Reports have been 
spread that he would fight if the Americans 
landed. 

Castillo lay in a reclining chair with his 
head bound up as the result of a wound. 

was struck in the head and my skull 
broken,“ he said, “in a machete charge 
recentiy. It was one of my own men who 
injured me during the fight. I have a slight 
fever. I sent 2,000 men forward today and 
expect 000 or 700 men to join me later in 
the day. Then Pino Guerra will come with 
more than 5,000 men, leaving a part of his 
force in Pinar del Rio.“ 

When Castillo was asked about American 
intervention all he would say was that the 
Americans should Intervene, but only to see 
that proper elections were hald, so that the 
majority could have a voice in the govern- 
ment. He said: 

Jam willing to leave it all to Secretary 
Taft. If he says the United States would 
tolerate such rank injustice as we have suf- 
fered, if he says the last election was honest 
and American standards maintained, ¥ will 
give in. If he finds the election fraudulent 
we must have a new one. We believe Palma 
will have to quit before peace is restored. I 
think Palma will be willing to quit when 
Taft's investigation proves that the election 
was a fraud. The Americans can come in 
long enough to see fair play. That is all we 
want them to do. 


GLOOMY PICTURE OF CUBA. 


Government Advices Declare Island 
Will Be Ruined Unless United States 
Intervenes by Force at Once.

Aition of affairs in Cuba has been made 


known through government advices received 
here of most authentic origin. Al! business 
interests, it is declared, want intervention 
while the insurgents are opposed to it because 
they want offices and graft, which interven- 
tion would not bring. 

Trade is dead. Six weeks more of the pres- 
ent state of affairs, it is stated, will mean 
ruin for the tobacco crop and immense loss in 
the next sugar crop. 

The extent to which the Insurrection has 
gained ground is shown when it is asserted 
the insurgent forces far outnumber those of 
the government and are of better fighting 
quality, but that the latter are better armed 
and equipped. 

The situation has assumed such an aspect 
that foreigners have advised their govern- 
ments of the extent of damages suffered by 
them, particularly English and German cit- 
izens. 


The straits to which the government has 
been reduced in meeting the emergency is 
illustrated by the fact that in order to get 
sufficient funds to carry on its program of 
defense money is being spent without regard 
to any legal restrictions. Any money avall- 
able is being used regardless of the purpose

The whole situation is summed up in the 
statement that everybody, individual or cor-

Ready to Mobilize Army. 

Besides selecting the general’ officers: to 
serve in Cuba the war department is ar- 
ranging for the prompt mobilization of all 
the troops. It was learned today that the 
reason why the war department terminated 
so suddenly the military maneuvers was in 
order that the troops might return to their 
posts and get in condition for obeying with- 
out delay. orders to-go to Cuba. The mancu- 
vers were to extend inte October, but they 
were interrupted by telegrams sent out four 
days ago. 

The troops which will make up the first cx- 
pedition are those stationed in.the depart- 
ment of the gulf, embracing the southern 
states east of the Mississippi and in the de- 
partment of Texas. Other troops will be 
moved south in order that they may be trans- 
ported to the island as soon as transports 
are available... It has been arranged that the 
navy shall aid in transporting the soldiers. 
As an army's operations depend entirely 
upon its stomach, to use a famous military 
axiom, the commissary department has been 
giving orders today for supplies which will 
appeal to the men: operating in a tropical 
climate. 

Why Big Army Is Needed. 

It will de a surprise to the people of the 
country to know that the military authori- 
ties have decided that it is necessary to send 
such a large force to Cuba. It must not be 

Heved that Thie decision has been taken 
unadvisedly. Gen. Funston, who knows the 
Cuban methods of warfare better than any 
one else, through his two years of service 
on the island, has expressed the opinion 
that if the United States wants to pacify 
Cuba within six months it must send pra- 
tically its whole army there. If the Amer- 
ican people want a condition of unrest, of 
bushwhacking, to continue for years a small 
force will accomplish this result. But any 
such policy will lead inevitably tocomplaint¢ 
from foreigners owning property tn Cuba 
to their home governments and the latter 
will complain to the United States and 
hold us responsible for damages. This gov- 
ernment cannot decline to adjust equitably 
these claims. It forced Spain to take such 
action when American property was de- 
stroyed as a result of the operations of the 
Spanish and Cuban forces. 


Many Soldiers Needed. 

The only wise policy to pursue, therefore, 
is to bend such a large force to Cuba that 
all foreign property can be protected. In 
addition to this, it: will be necessary to pro- 
tect all persons having American sympa- 
thies or who are indisposed to join the in- 
surgents or to comply with their demands 
for suppiies or funds.

The navy is in such good shape in Cuban 
waters that it can act the moment Secretary 
Taft gives the word, The battleships Louis- 
fana and Virginia and the cruisers Cleveland 
and Tacoma arrived at Havana this morn- 
ing, and Capt. Albert R. Couden, command- 
ing the Louisiana, and who is the senior 
maval officer in command, immediately re- 
ported to the secretary his readiness for 
orders. ' 

The Cleveland has been sent to Clenfuegos 
to take the place of the Dixie, which has re- 
turned to Monte Christ!, Santo Domingo. The 
battleship New Jersey and the,cruiser Min- 
neapolis were due to arrive at Havana this 
evening. The cruiser Newark will reach the 
Cuban capital tomorrow morning. 

The sun which will rise tomorrow there- 
fore will see a formidable fleet in Havana 
harbor, consisting sf three battleships, six 
cruisers, and several ether craft, all under 
the American flag and all ready to land 
enough men to protect the city from capture 
by the insurgents. 

The auxiliary cruiser Prairie will sail next 
week with a force of marines, and the sup- 
ply ship Celtic has been given orders to pre- 
pare for a similar duty. The navy will be 
able consequently to take care of the pre- 
Uminary eperations and have everything in 
readiness for the army when tt arrives. 


Favors Prompt Intervention. 


Representative Livingston of Georgia, wno 
arrived in Washington today, believes the 
president should direct Secretary Taft to 
restore order in Cuba and says the nations 
of the earth will hold the United States re- 
sponsible if it does not do so. 

“I do not think the United States should 
borrow any more trouble than we now have 
in the Philippines,” said Mr. Livingston, 
who is a democrat. “But it is true we are 
responsible to a certain extent for the re- 
public of Cuba, and under the Plat: amend- 
ment we can force peace in Cuba, and I 
think the sooner the president does it the 
better.

NEW WIZARDRY IN SURGERY. 


German Surgeon Describes Successful 
Experiments in Transplanting Blood 
Vessels from Animal to Animal. 


STUTTGART, Sept. 21.—Prof. Garre of 
Breslau gave yesterday to the Congress of 
Natural Investigation and Medicine, now in 
session here, the result of his experiments in 
transplanting blood vessels and organs from 
one body to another. 

Prof. Garre narrated successful experi- 
ments in the transplantation of blood ves- 
sels from one living animal to another. He 
also transplanted blood vessels from animals 
that had been dead for an hour and a half to 
live animals. 

The professor declared that while it was 
impossible to transplant large blood vessels 
from living human beings, blood vessels 
could be taken from freshly amputated 
limbs and transplanted to cases where large 
tumors had been removed or where otherwise 
the tying up of large blood vessels resulted 
fatally for the parts of the body fed by them. 
Prof. Garre described also the transplanting 
of Kidneys from one animal to another, the 
replanted organ performing its functions 


perfectly.

In closing President Brundage expressed 
the gratitude felt by himself and his col- 
leagues to Architects Holabird and Roche 
and Engineer John M. Ewen for their laborg 
upon the new structure.

DIES EXHORTING IN CHURCH. 


Mrs. Julia Sheldon, Colored, Expires of 
Heart Disease After Exclaiming “I 
Have Finished My Course.“ 


While addressing a prayer mesting in the 
Ebenezer church, Thirty-fifth and n 
streets, last evening, Mrs. Julia Sheldon, col- 
ored, collapsed with heart disease and died 
before medical aid could be summoned. 

Standing at the foot of the pulpit, with her 
arms lifted above her head, she was éxhdrt- 
ing those who had not found the flight to 
turn and seek salvation.” 

Although I am only 38 years cid,“ she 
said, “ I long ago found rest. In all that time 
I have kept the faith. I have finished my 
course——”’ 

Scarcely had the last words died on ber lips 
when she and fell. When the Rev.

“To insist that government ownership is 
necessary to guard against abuses is to 
confess a degree of impotency which is a 
Übel upon our form of government and an 
impeachment of our integrity and capacity 
as a self-governing people, 


Should Educate Immigrants. 


We have a grave responsibility resting 
upon us, and that is to keep pure the currents 
of American patriotism. We must not only 
educate our own youth in the principles, pur- 
poses, and responsibilities of American free 
government, but also the vast numbers who 
are daily seeking our shores from foreign 
lands. More than 1,000,000 people entered 
our ports last year to make their habitations 
and homes in America. 

„More than a million will be added to our 
population from the same source this year. 
Many of these people come with an inade- 
quate idea of what liberty here means, with 
no conception of our policies and the duties 
which rest upon our citizenship.”’ 


Capital and Labor Discussed. 


Discussing the subject of trusts, Mr. Fair- 
banks said we had progressed as a nation 
because we had adhered to sound and whole- 
some principles in politics and business, ad- 
vancing through the codperation of capital 
and labor. 

“Each of these great agencies of capital 
and labor,” he said. has rights recognized 
by the laws of the land, and if we would 
attain our highest development we must con- 
tinue to regard and respect them in the 
future. Neither cam be struck down without 
injury to both. 

“We live in a day of large industrial and 
commercial development. The forces for our 
material upbuilding were never more active- 
ly engaged than they are now, in this and 
every other community within the limits 
of the republic. It is not unnatural! that there 
should grow out of these conditions certain 
harmful practices, and it is not unnatural 
that combinations should be effected to en- 
gage in the production and control df eém- 
merce, and that here and there monopolistic 
combinations should arise, to con- 
trol certain subjects of commeree and cér- 
tain instruments of commerce. | 


Laws Afford Ample Remedy. 


Some have professed to see in the central- 
ization of wealth in certain directions some 
menace to wholesome jndustrial and social 
development, and some measure of danger 
to the state. Such are unduly apprehensive, 
for the state is all powerful, oad the con- 
science of the people is sleepless; their sense 
of fair play unobscured. Laws have been en- 
acted where laws were needed to restrain 
those who were disposed to encroach upon 
the rights of others and to use their power 
unjustly—laws farreaching and supposed to 
be adequate, When experience shall suggest 
their insufficiency they will be amended or 
suitable new laws will be written upon the 
statute books, so explicit and comprehensive 
as to afford an ample cure for any evils that 
may exist. . 

We would not fetter the forces which’ 
make for the advancement of wholesonie 

commerce, but there should be no 
failure on the pert of the law making power, 
the en- 


Increasing Respect for Law. 
Mr. Fairbanks’ address. was - optimistic 
throughout, but fg 


for hope that be’ found ta the future of ) 
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science, as illuetrated by public opinion. On 
this point he said: 
“We rejoice in the faet.that there is no 
present toleration of a lax and aimless en- 
forcement of the laws of the land. The 
dominant purpose of the people is to see 
that laws are inspired by a wholesome sense 
of justice and that they are enforced with 
firmness end certaifity. We giadly ac- 
knowledge the inflexible purpose of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to enforce the nation’s laws 
according to their written intendment. He 
has set a high example which those of lesser 
responsibility may well emulate in munici- 
pal and state administrations. A law duly 
enacted and uninforced contaminates the 
statutes. It sooner or later debauches the 
public conscience and in time corrupts the 
fountains of our national and civic life.“ 


Address by Mayor Dunne. 


Mayor Dunne in his address praised the 
president of the county board and all the 
commissioners for their energy, earnestness, 
and diligence in getting the building started. 
He said: 

Mr. Vice President, when you lay the 
corner stone of this building, it is the con- 
sensus of opinion of all classes of people in 
this community that you will lay honest mor- 
tar upon an honest Block of granite, and 
that In this building there will be found no 
trace of boodle, graft, or corruption. 

The erection of this building at this time 
ls typical of the wonderful progress of the 
city of Chicago. In 1880, about the time our 
last courthouse was erected, there were only 
about 500,000 people in this city. Atthe time 
the old courthouse was erected it was regard- 
ed as a monumental structure and one that 
would satisfy the public needs of our citizens 
for . century to come. And yet, in about a 
quarter of a century, this city, own 
2,000,000 people, finde that it is 0 Boondall — 
raze the old structure to the ground and re- 
place it with a building commensurate with 
the rapid growth of the city. | 


Building to Cover Entire Block. 


It was my idea before this building was 
started that the needs of this great and 
growing community required the whole of 
the block on which we stand, and that a 
courthouse or municipal building. should 
cover the entire block. 

“ Unfortunately the financial situation of 
the city was such that the city could not co- 
operate with the county in such a way as to 
permit either one of them to occupy the

Speech of Gov. Deneen.

Remarks oe President Brundage. 

President Brundage of the board of county 
commissioners Said; 

„When Daniel Pope Cook gave his name to 
a wild, uninhabited waste of prairie seventy- 
one years ago he could not have imagined 
that within the allotted life of man that ter- 
ritory would become the wealthiest and most 
populous county in the west. In the court- 
house in which he first sat as district judge 
justice was administered to a population of 
lese than 2,500. Today the courts administer 
the affairs of 2,500,000 people. 

„The first courthouse was built to serve 
5,000 population, the one we dedicate today 
5,000,000. In 1885 one judge, sitting a few 
months each year, administered the law. 
Today twenty-eight judges are not able to 
keep pace with the rapidly growing business 
of the courts.” 


Old. Settlers Are Present. 


Among those who were present at the cere- 
mony was James B. Bradwell, 78 years old, 
who has seen the laying of the corner stones 
of every courthouse im Cook county since 
his arrival here in 1834. 

Just behind him sat Alexander Beaubien, 
64 years old, but not appearing more than 
60. He claims he was the firat white child 
bern in Chicago, and there is no one to dis- 
pute him. He related how he secured his 
marriage. license at one of the old court- 
houses In 1840—a building not much more 
than forty feet square.

Thousands View the Parade.

Building Department Responsible. 


Dwight Heald Perkins, architect for the 
school board, then delivered the killing blow. 
He submitted a report to the committee in 
which he declared that the responsibility for 
violations in old school buildings rests upon 
the building commissioner himseif and not 
the board of education. Architect 
Perkins reported that he had received in all 
thirty-six communications from Building 
Commissioner Bartzen. He declared that his 
department has ordered the changes pre- 
scribed by Mr. Bartzen made at onoa 
Arehitect Perkins then said: 

“In general, these changes refer to old 
bulldings and all new buildings comply with 
the Ordinances, as it is necessary to make 
them do before permits could be secured for 
their erection. Further, in regard to old 
buildings, this department is advised by the 
attorney of the board that the responsibility 
for their use rests upon the commissioner 
of buildings and not upon the board of educa- 
tion, ite members, or its officers. 

“Further, a large number of the criti- 
dsms apply to old buildings which are about 
to be destroyed. when replaced by modern, 
fireproof buildings now in course of oon- 
struction. All schools owned by the board 
were inspected shortly after the Iroquois 
fire by two inspectors, one an employé of the 
board, another an employé of the building 
department, city hall. A complete report 
was made and practically all the defects 
which were then pointed out, especially all of 
se of an important nature, have been rem- 

ied.” 


Cooley Ordered to Get an Ax. 


Superintendent of Schools Edwin G. Cooley 
then capped the climax. He said he had re- 
ceived a visit from one of Commissioner 
Bartzen’s inspectors during the day. 

“The inspector told me that I would have 
to leave the door to my private office open 
or else put up a sign on the door announcing 
that there is a fire escape inside. He also 
ordered me to get an ax and hangit upin my 
office. I do not know what he expects me to 
do with the ax, although sometimes I confess 
I might be tempted to use it.“ 

Don't let him have it,“ shouted Trustee 
Kuflewski, he might use it on us.“

O'NEILL APPEARS 


FILTH IN CHARITY HOME. 


SHOCKING CONDITIONS IN INSTI- 
TUTION FOR THE AGED. 


Chief Sanitary Inspector Threatens to 
Close Frank F. Henning’s Bethesda 
Concern if It Is Not Cleansed Up at 
Once—Owners of Skyscrapers Are 
Warned to Put In Adequate Facili- 
ties for the Escape of Tenants in 
Oase of Fire. 


Shocking conditions of neglect, inadequate 
nursing facilities, and suffering among the 
inmates of the Bethesda Home for the Aged, 
a German charitable institution at 30 Belden 
court, were disclosed yesterday by Chief 
Sanitary Inspector Perry L. Hedrick. 

The bedrooms in the place the inspector 
found to be nothing but “ cubby holes,“ the 
largest one being only 7x9 feet. This room 
is part of an old operating room, used as 
such when the building was used as a hos- 
pital. 

Inspector Hedrick learned that an aged 
woman, Mrs. Margaret A. Gile, died in the 
room about two weeks ago under conditions 
of pitiable neglect, The floor is of rough 
cement, with no covering, and within reach 
of the bed in which Mrs. Gile died is an old 
sink. below which is a floor drain, from 
which there arose a stifiing stench. Mrs 
Gile died of cancer, according to the house 
records. Mr. Hedrick learned that there is 
no house physician in the place and only one 
nurse and a matron.” 5 


Threat to Close the Plate. 
Frank F. Henning, president of the insti- 
tution, saye he is conducting it oh a charity 
plan, but there Is a sliding scale of prices 
for the boarders, according to age. Inspector 


Hedrick found that men and women use the 


same toilet facilities on all floors, except the 
top floor, where no facilities of any kind 
exist. ; 

Henning told Inspector Hedrick that the 
wants of the inmates are looked after care- 
fully, but relatives of Mrs. Gile told a story 
of neglect, bordering on cruelty, which the 
aged woman suffered during her last days. 
They said they found her once lying pros- 
trate on the cold cement floor and the room 
dirty beyond description. Vermin in the 
room added to the woman's sufferings.

gpector Hedrick said. 


After More Skyscrapers. 

A further inspection of downtown office 
buildings, schools, and hospitals is to be 
made next week by Building Commissioner 
Bartzen and his staff.

ANTON BENIS CONVICTED ON 
CHILDREN’S TESTIMONY.

13 Year Old Daughter Describes the 
Shooting of Her Mother—Boy sen- 


tenced for Aiding in Killing of Gui-, 


ante Tomanioc Last Year. 


Thetestimony of his three children convict- 
ed Anton Benis yesterday of the murder of 
his wife on March 2. The jury which brought 

“in the verdict fixed the penalty at death. 

None of the children was present in the 
courtroom when the verdict was read. The 
last to testify was a son, Anton Benis, who, 
when he took the stand in the morning, said 
his father was an habitual drunkard and had 
abused his mother frequently. Benis pre- 
served the same stolid demeanor which char- 
acterized him during the trial and appeared 
unmoved when the verdict was read by Clerk 
Charles Smith. 

At the trial, which began last Tuesday, 
Rosie Benis, the 13 year old daughter, was 
the chief witness. She testified that her 
father frequently had beaten her mother 
and that some weeks before the murder the 
latter had secured a warrant for his arrest. 


Breaks Promises; Kills Wife. 
Her father went home and asked to be for- 


given, she said, but his conduct was no bet- 
ter and soon after another warrant was ob- 
tained. Her father again asked to be par- 


doned, but her mother refused. 
= Father then drew a revolver and shot 
her,“ the girl said. Mother fell and I ran 


to pick her up, but before I reached her 
I dragged mother out in 


father shot again. 
the hall and closed the door. I then got 
her out in the yard, but she couldn’t stand 
up, so I helped her into the house and to bed. 

Benls, in his own defense, said that twen- 
ty-seven years ago he had suffered an injury 
to his head and that he had resorted to 
drink to alleviate the pain. He said he 
began drinking at 9 o’clock the morning of 
March 2, the day of the murder, and that 
his mind-was a blank from that hour until 
he was arrested late in the afternoon. 


Young Murderer Sentenced. 

Tony Foglio, 14 years did, one of the young- 
est defendants ever arraigned in the Criminal 
court on a charge of murder, was sentenced 
to the reformatory by Judge Kavanagh, and 
his father, Vito Fogiio, was sentenced to 


fourteen years’ imprisonment. The trial of

IN LAVIN TRIAL. 


Former Chief of Police Says He 
Alone Ordered Mahoney 
Investigation. 


WILL TAKE STAND LATER 


Wilkinson Repudiates Accusing 
Affidavit and Hints at 
Bribe. 


The surprise of the trial of Inspector P. J. 
Lavin yesterday was the appearance of for- 
mer Chief of Police Francis O'Neill and the 
forecast he gave cf the testimony he is ex- 
pected to offer. Mr. O'Neill did not go on the 
stand, but is expected to testify before the 
trial board. Presumably he will be a witness 
for Lavin. 

Did you ever receive a complaint as to 
P. P. Mahoney, the former policeman, in 
connection with the Hagemann robbery?’’ 
Mr. O'Neil was asked. 

I never received a complaint against Ma- 
honey from anybody,“ was the réply. 
“When he was arrested and taken to the 
Hyde Park station and locked up it was on 
my orders and nobody's else. 

“Who, then, ordered the investigation as 
to Mahoney’s conduct?“ 

“I did, and I saw that the investigation 
was carried on,“ he replied. 

If former Chief O'Neill testifies to this effect 
the main point that the inspector's attorneys 
have been endeavoring to establish will be 
overthrown—that Lavin instigated the in- 
vestigation which resulted in the arrest of 
Mahoney. 

Mr. O'Neill will not be called as a witness 
until the Tuesday morning hearing. 


Statement Favors Lavin. 

The civil service commission's hearing 
yesterday brought forth another statement 
which tends to strengthen the declarations 
of Inspector Lavin that Mahoney did not 
think of connecting him with the burglary 
case until after he was released from the 
penitentiary. Capt. John Tyrrell of the 
West Park police, who was a detective inthe 
office of Gov. Deneen while the latter was 
states attorney, said: 

„Although I dug pretty deep into the 
case I never heard Capt. Lavin's name men- 
tioned as a possible guilty party. Apparent- 
ly it was an after thought of Mahoney’s to 
connect Lavin with the burglary.“ ; 

The defense scored more heavily in the 
testimony of George Wilkinson, the negro 
burglar, who repudiated an affidavit secured 
from him by Chief Collins’ representatives 
while he was in the county jail. Wilkin- | 
son gaid he had been falsely arrested be 
cause he refused to make an affidavit against 
Inspector Lavin, that he then consented, and 
was given $100 by Detective Sergeant James 
Quinlan. 

„I was working at 4601 Lake avenue when 
Detective Quinlan approached me and asked 
me to make an affidavit to the eff that 
Inspeoter Lavin had taken two d onds 
from he,” he testified. “I refused to do 
so and I was arrested. The police jobbed 
me, and all because I wouldn't do as they 
ask Loe 

Woman Adds Spice to Trial. 

A witness who added life to the morning 
hearing of the case was Dr. Anna B. Schultz, 
2719 State street. Dr. Schultz was arrested 
on a charge of receiving part of the stolen 
jewelry from Wilkinson, and convicted, but 
on a rehearing she was acquitted. 

I never received any of the jewelry,“ tes- 
tified Dr. Schultz. “There was another 
woman who acted as a fence for Wilkinson, 
but she never was arrested in connection with 
this case, although I am pretty sure that she 
got part of the stolen jewels. She ran an 
opium joint and I guess that she does yet, 
but she never was bothered because she is 
a friend of Lavin’s.”’

Italian Children Ge to Classes in the 
Morning Stuffed with Macaroni, 
Chinese with Chop Saucy, Ete., Says 
President Ritter of Board of Educa- 
tiom—He Condemns Plan of Clab 
Women to Furnish Free Seuphouse 
as Useless and Insult to Parents, 


After paying his respects, in lang - 
lite, gentle, and reserved, to the — 
and philanthropic clubwomen who want to 
give breakfasts to the poor, underfed " 
pupils of the Jones school, President Emil W 
Ritter of the board of education, came out in 
favor of chop suey and macaroni as against 
mullagatawny and pate de foie gras. 

Mr. Ritter said he had visited the Jones 
school during the day for the Purpose of 
taking a census of the children who had been 
sent to school without their breakfasts. He 
visited every room in the schoo! and ques- 
tioned every child. He found that every 
child in the school, from the meekest Chinese 
to the darkest skinned Italian, had had more 
for breakfast than the president of the school 
board could digest in a month of Sundays 
Then President Ritter hurried back to bis 
office and gave vent to his feelings. 


Libel on the Parents. 

It's a libel on the parents of the chila 

of the Jones school to suggest that their chil. 
dren ought to bé fed in a public souphouse,”’ 
said he. Those misguided clubwomen 
would better find some other way to expend 
their energy than by stuffing the school chil- 
dren with mullagatawny and pate de fole 
gras. i found only one child in the school 
who had not had a good breakfast. He said 
he could have had a pound of beefsteak if he 
had wanted it, but that he wasn’t hungry, 
and so rather than wait to eat he had hurried 
off to school. 

“There are about thirty nationalities in 
the Jones school, and they prefer the kind of 
food they get at home to any dishes the club- 
women might concoct for the purpose of men- 
tal stimulation. It’s chop suey for the Chi- 
nese and macaroni! for the Italians, and they 
don't want food measured cut to them in 
protelds or carbo-hydrates. I want to warn 
ail merchants against contributing money to 
support any restaurant or souphouse whicn 
the clubwomen may feel disposed to estab- 
lish near a school building. 

„The children at the Jones school are not 
emaciated or even hungry looking. They 
don't need to be uplifted in that way. I 
can’t put it too strongly that it is a libel on 
the parents of these school children to say 
that they send their children to schoo! break- 
fastiess.” 

Doubt About “Research.” 

President Ritter called attention to the fact 
that Mrs. Daniel Munro, the president of the 
Progress club and mother of the plan to es- 
tablish a restaurant for children at 460 State 
street, had declared that after research 
it had been discovered that 86 per cent of the 
children of the congested districts were regu- 
larly sent to school without a breakfast. 

IJ was told by the prificipal of the Jones 
achool that none of these women interested 
in the proposed restaurant had called at the 
school or investigated congitiong there. As 
a matter of fact, I found that most of the 
children came to school provided with pen- 
nies and nickels with which to buy candy at 
recess.”

Appearance of “Third” Ticket

New York, Sept. 21.—[Special.]—Sensa- 
tional new developments occurred today in 
the muddfe in the Mutua!

It is charged further that Mr. Dexter desig- 
mated certain of the old McCurdy trustees 
who ought to be dropped overboard and ar- 
ranged for a meeting later between Presi- 
dent Peabody and Mr. Baker. The 4 rotten 
said. to have been designated by Mr. Dext 
are men who were active in electing Peab 7 
president, and who now are up for the policy 
holders’ vote on the administration ticket. 


Agent’s Dismissal Gives Clew. 


Representatives of the Policy Holders’ as 
sociation have a list of names which Mr. 
Dexter personally checked. Dexter de- 
nies that checking the names for decapitation 
represented any opinion or sentiment on his 
part, but merely indicated the wishes and 
desires of President Baker of the Policy 
Holders’ association. 

The news of the negotiations between the 
Peabody management and the leaders of the 
Baker committee came out as a result of the 
dismissal from the Mutual’s service this 
morning of T. Reed Fell, one of the com- 
pany’s managers in New York City ard 
president of the Life Underwriters’ associa- 
tion.

WOULD CALL “PEN” ASCHOOL 
AND CONVICTS STUDENTS. 


F. W. Chafin Urges Removal of Words 
“Punishment” and “Penitentiary” 
from Code—Lecture at Evanston. 


The removal! from the criminal code of the 
words “ punishment ” and .“ penitentiary ” 
Was advocated by Eugene W. Chafin, a pro- 
hibition lecturer, who spoke at the Evanston 
Chautauqua yesterday afternoon. His argu- 
ment was that a criminal should be sentenced 
to a period of reformation in a state 
school, and that the sentepce should be inde- 
terminate, according to the progress made 
by the student who should spend his time 
in the production of useful articles to such 
an extent that he would havea bank account 
upon which to draw when he was released. 

Mr. Chafin was formerly a Waukesha at- 
torney before he went upon the lecture plat- 
form. His subject was No Punishment for 
Crime,” and his chief argument was against 
capital punishment on the ground that where 
death by hanging or electrocution is not prac- 
ticed crime diminishes, and that in those 
states lynchings are almost unknown. 

The whole system of our treatment of 
criminals is wrong., he said. “ Our peniten- 
tiaries are crowded to the doors, and when- 
ever a hundred men are put in them another 
hundred are released, and they are worse. 
than those who go in. 

“As it is now the average convict earns 
only halt the amount he costs the state—that 
is, 2>centat day. The last legislature appro- 
priated $1,750,000 for its penal system. Every 
convict should be able to earn from $1.50 to 
$2 a day, and his earnings should go to pay 
his expenses until he finde sultable work after 
he is released. That would keep him out of 
mischief."

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ARRESTS 1 TO CLEAR 55 
MURDER OF OPERATOR. 


Man and Weman Held by Authorities 
on Suspicion of Knowing Some- 
thing of Death of Operator Dynes, 
Who Was Shot at Key at Galien, 
Mich.—Jealousy Now Declared the 
Motive—Officialsa Claim to Have 
Evidence, 


St. Joseph, Mich., Sept. 21.—[Special.}— 
Sheriff Joseph Tennant tonight brought the 
mystery of the murder of Lloyd A. Dynes, 
the Michigan Central operator, at Galien 
several weeks ago to a climax by the arrest 
of William Smith and Mrs. Corda Swank of 
Galien. 

Both were arrested on a statutory charge. 
but merely as a blind. The officers think 
they have evidence against the couple that 
will bring the filing of a formal charge of 
murder, Tonight Sheriff Tennant and his 
deputies are trying to wrest a confession 
from Smith and the woman. 

The foundation upon which Sheriff Ten- 
nant made the arrests wag furnished by an 
incident that occurred a short time before 
the murder of Dynes. It is related that 
Smith was with Mrs. Swank when Dynes 
came to the house with a telegram for her. 
The operator talked familiarly with Mrs. 
Swank and this enraged Smith. 

A few nights later the operator was shot 
as he sat at his telegraph key. Dynes’ re- 
volver, that he always kept at his side when 
working nights, was missing after the shoot- 
ing. In his pockets was nearly $100 that was 
untouched, showing that the motive for the 
murder was not robbery. 

Hidden beneath a shanty a few hundred 
feet from the station was found a bloody 
handkerchief bearing the laundry mark

‘TO VICKSBURG DEDICATION. 


Committee in Charge of Illinois Memo- 
rial Temple Exercises Arranging for 
an Elaborate Affair. 


The committee in charge of the preparations 
for the dedication of the Illinois State 
Memorial temple at Vicksburg, Miss., Oct. 
25, 26, and 27 are planning to send the st 
Infantry, I. N. G., on the trip for the pu — 
of making the occasion the more impres- 
sive. If sufficient funds are raised to pay 
the expenses ot the soldiers the regiment 
will be taken. 

Elaborate plans for the dedicatory cere- 
monies have been arranged, and the memory 
of the Illinois men who fought so valiantly 
at the siege of Vicksburg will be remembered 
in an appropriate aod generous manner. The 
regimental monuments and markers which 
have been erected in honor of the Illinois 
soldiers during the campaign: from March to 
July, 1863, also will be dedicated. 

One of the most striking features of the 
program will be the joint camp fire of the 
union and confederate soldiers to be held on 
the last day of the ceremonies. 

The memorial temple and the markers in 
commemoration of the services of the seven- 
ty-nine regiments that went from ‘Illinois 
to Vicksburg were erected at a cost of. $260,- 
000 appropriated for the purpose by the 
state of Illinois. The total number of men 
in the regiments was 36,000. The temple, 
which is built of granite, is modeled after 
the Pantheon of Rome. 

Gov. Deneen and former Gov. Yates, with the 
members of the commission, will attend the 
exercises. A. C. Matthews of Pittsfield is 
president and Col. C. R. E. Koch of Chicago 
is secretary of the commission. Charles H. 
Noble will be the marshal at the ceremonies.

In a timely paragraph Vice President 
Fairbanks, in his corner stone address, 
makes the following plen for the main- 
tenance of these ideas under which the 
United States has developed, showing 
how the adoption of “ government owner- 
ship” would be a curtailment of the 
richts and the opportunities of the indi- 
vidual: 

Those who advocate the ownership of the ral - 
ways of the country by the federal government, or 
by the federal government and the state govern- 

ments, propose a radical departure from the spund 
principles which have hitherto guided us. Tie 
departure would be à long step toward dangerous 
centralization of power and toward the ineugurea- 
tion of a system of socialism, which is the substi- 
tution of the govermment for the individual. 

It is not wise policy for the state to usurp fune- 
tion which can be readily discharged by the people 
in: their individual or corporate capacity. Let the 
govérnment (I use the word in ite general sense) 
regulate the instruments of commerce, as the fed- 
eral government is now doing, with a determine- 
tion to secure just and reasonable service: It can 
correct every abuse and prevent every evil. Ite 
authority to regulate and contro? fs plenary. 

To insist that government ownership is necessary” 
to guard against abuses is to confess a degree of 
impotency which is a Übel upon our form of gov- 
ernment and an impeachment of our integrity and 
capacity as a self-governing people. There is 
nothing more important for us to do in our progress 
than to keep distinctly in view the natural, legiti- 
mate functions of government and the natural, 
legitimate functions of the people, whether in their 
individual or corporate capacity. 


The citizens of this country will not 
admit their inability for self-government. 
Some will be carried away with enthusf- 
asm for changes which promise possible | 
improvement, but the sober conservatism | 
of the mass will recognize the wisdom of

His virtual break with. the vatican, which 
is ascribed by the clerical party to the influ- 
ence of his English consort, the sincerity af 
whose conversion 1d doubted, has been fol- 
lowed so quickly by an alarming recrudes- 
cence of Carlism throughout north and cen- 
tral Spain. that it is clear that the vatican 
has withdrawn the prohibition imposed. by 
Leo XIII. upon the clergy and religious or- 
ders to refrain from supporting the Carlist 
cause. The religious orders are confronted 
by the danger of being subjected by the lib- 
eral government at Madrid to the same treat- 
ment as that meted out to those in France. 
They are fighting not merely for the reten- 
tion of their property, which is colossal,. but 
wen for their existence as a corporate body 
and are therefore ready to place all their 
vast resources and influence at the disposal 
of a cause such as that of Carlism, whith is 
prepared to enter into an offensive and de- 
fensive alliancé with them and to guarantee 
them, in the event of success, the mainte- 
nance of their prerogatives and the * 
sion of their property. 

The parish clergy, particularly in the rural 
districts, where the people still remain sub- 
ject to tts domination, is likewise entirely in 
sympathy with the Carlists, believing that 
their victory would bring about a restoration 
of all the former powers and one of 
the chureh,, and even the episcopacy is known 
to entertain preferences for the legitimist 
pretender. 

a 

A remarkable feature about the present 
Carlist recrudescence is the large sums of 
money which now are being spent in con- 
nection. with the movement and which are 
said to be furnished by the religious orders, 
and particularly by the Jesuits. Oneof the 
difficulties with which the Carlists have had 
to contend during the last two decades has 
been the lack of money, which is indispen- 
sable to the success of all political or revo- 
lutionary movements. True, Don Car 
himself is rich, thanks to his enjoyment df a 
life interest in the enormous fortune of his 
first wife and to his refusal to accord any 
share thereof to the children which she bore 
him But he is exceedingly close fisted with 
hig money, save where his own comfort and 
the extravagance of his present nonroyal 
wife, Bertha de Rohan, are concerned. He 
has resolutely declined to contribute a penny 
piece to the Carlist cause or even to relieve 
the wants and destitution of veterans of his 
cause who have sacrificed their property and 
their liberty for his sake, while he is so nig 
gardly in his treatment of the four children 
by his first wife that two of his daughters are 
suing him for at least a share of their dead 
mother’s fortune. It is certain, therefore, 
that it is net he who is furnishing the money 
im the present instance. 

Nor does it come from his only son, Don 
Jaime, the active bead of the movement, 
whose allowance is so small that he has been 
obliged to pawn his jewelry in Paris, as re- 
vealed by a sensational lawsuit there last 
year. The nobles and capitalists in Spain 
possessed of wealth are not disposed to risk 
ite confiscation for the sake of a pretender 
who declines to subscribe towards his own 
cause. It looks, therefore, as if the story 
were true according to which the religious 
orders are financing the present Cartist move- 
ment.

Whether the movement will be carried 
through to the end on this occasion or wheth- 
er the orders and the church expect to ter- 
orie the government and the king into 
submission by the menace of a full fledged 
Carlist Insurrection it Is impossible to say.

In coming to the United States Pastor Wag- 
ner had a definite object“ to come near to 
the center of the nation’s life, in order to 
get an idea of the inmost sources of its ex- 
traordinary activity.” He did not come to 
visit a land, but to live among brothers, 
and it is that which gives these impressions 
their signiflcance.“ Our author had no time 
to make notes, but relied entirely upon his 
memory, which has served him well in this 
instance. I can readily see why he had no 
time to make notes, for if there ever was a 
man who did not live the simpledife while 
he was in this country it was Pastor Wagner. 
He was here, there, and everywhere, on the 
fastest expresses and automobiles that the 
country could provide. 

In his first chapter Pastor Wagner tells us 
that it was in 1891, in Paris, he was pre- 
sented to a young American woman, well 
known in her own country for her delightful 
writings, Miss Grace King of New Orleans. 
They conversed in French, of which language 
she was an accomplished mistress, and had 
long talks. Miss King attended Wagner's 
lectures and wrote about his missionary la- 
bors for an American review. It was Miss 
King who brought the pastor into touch with 
The Outlook, and its editor; Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott, and translated his preface to Youth,” 
his first book published im the United States. 
His next book, The Simple Life,” was trans- 
lated by Miss Mary Louise Hendee, the 
translator of the present volume, and was 
published by the same publishers, Miss King 
supplying a biographical introduction, the 
subject of which says, “ wherein may be 
found the history of my thought and a char- 
acterization of my HUberal propaganda of the 
eternal gospel is like a banner flung wide.” 

Pastor Wagner modestly disclaims any 
claims to the title of man of letters:

* Mills report a falling off in flour sales, as 
buyers will net follow the rapid advance in 
heat, said a message from Minneapolis to 
Finley Barrell. ‘The movement of wheat 
in southern Minnesota and South Dakota is 
light and undoubtedly there is some damage 
being done to the quality of the grain by the 
continued rains. But as there is a certain 
amount of damage done every year by Sep- 
tember rains we doubt if the conditions are 
any Worse than in previous years. The move- 
ment in North Dakota and northern Minne- 
sota is large. 

Most of the elevator companies have 
handled more wheat than a year ago, but it is 
impossible to get it to move. One large ele- 
vator concern has over 500 cars in transit, an- 
other over 200, and others in proportion. A 
jarge amount of wheat is sold to arrive to this 
market, and the size of the receipts lies en- 
tirely with the railroads. The Northern Pa- 
Gio and Great Northern are hauling live 
stock instead of grain.

It was reported that De and other 
nofthwestern millers were considerably 
alarmed over the threatened invasion of their 
selling territory by the winter wheat millers, 
As a result of the stiff premiums existing for 
choice milling grades of spring wheat, there 
is, at the present prices for spring and win- 
ter wheat of standard quality, a difference 
of about 85c per barrel in the cost of making 
flour in favor of the winter wheat flour manu- 
facturers. 

In previous seasons it has usually been the 
reverse of this, the relative prices favoring 
the spring wheat millers, who have not been 
slow in taking advantage of the situation to 
encroach upon the territory of their rivals. 
This was notably the case last year, when 
spring wheat flour was offered on liberal 
terms in competition with the winter wheat 
brands, This year so far the advantage lies, 
as stated, with the winter wheat miller, and 
it is claimed that the sale of this kind of flour 
will be pushed vigorously. 

As a result it was rumored that a movement 
was on foot among the millers to parcel out 
the territory between the manufacturers of 
the different kinds of flour and so eliminate 
unprofitable competition. 

The country is beginning to contract new 
corn. A Peoria house bought 20,000 bu in 
lowa yesterday, and a Terre Haute firm al- 
ready has bought 400,000 bu for future deliv- 
ery.

OPERATORS FIGHT RAILROADS. 


Indiana State Commission Investigates 
Mystery in Coal Haul from Terre 
Haute to Indianapolis. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 21.—[(Special.}— 
The Indiana railway commission examined 
coal operators and railroad officials today to 
get at the true cause of failure to haul to 
Indianapolis, seventy-three miles from here, 
coal which fs brought to Terre Haute by the 
Southern Indiana and the Evansville and 
Terre Haute. Twelve operators reported 
that in three months they had lost the sale 
of 6,000 cars of coal because of lack of ship- 
ping facilities. 

The Vandalia road charges 60 cents a ton 
and the Big Four 50 cents, so that the great 
bulk “of shipments is consigned by the Big 
Four. Officials of that road testified that 
because of the general heavy traffic and the 
shortage of motive power coal could not be 
carried forward. Operators argue there 
seems to be no shortage of motive power in 
bringing West Virginia and Ohio coal to 
| Indianapolis to get the longer haul and 
freight charge, and that the result is 50 per 
cent of the coal used in Indianapolis is from 
those fields. 


OKLAHOMA CORNCROP IMMENSE 


Territorial Secretary of Agriculture 
Makes Estimate of 125,000,000 
Bushels. 


Guthrie, Okla., Sept. 21.—Secretary Me- 
Nabb of the territorial department of agri- 
culture estimates an increase in corn acre- 
age in Oklahoma of 85 per cent over last 
year. The average yield, he says, will be 
fifty bushels, which would give a total of 
125,000,000 bushels. If this should hold good 
throughout the Indian territory it will give 
an even 100,000,000 bushels. This would be 
more than double the yield of last year for the 
two territories.
